THE FORCE. 

The force consists of one chief, one inspector, one director of detectives, 
six captains, six lieutenants, eighteen sergeants, one interpreter and 208 
patrolmen, from which number the following assignments are taken; four- 
teen detectives, three patrolmen assigned to detective bureau, one patrol- 
man assigned to offices of chief 'of police and inspector of police, one physical 
instructor, one doorman, two court attendants, one patrolman assigned to 
duty in City Hall, three turnkeys, three patrolmen assigned to duty on 
patrol automobiles, five traffic officers, three special officers in First Pre- 
cinct, three special officers in Second Precinct, six bicycle officers, four 
mounted officers, four park officers, one special officer in Third Precinct, 
one acting sergeant in Fifth Precinct, one special officer in Sixth Precinct, 
leaving 149 patrolmen on post duty. 

Rochester has an area of 20.86 square miles and 340 miles of open streets. 

It has been apparent for some time that our police force is not large 
enough to properly police a city of so large an area, and with so many miles 
of open streets, and that our police force has not increased in proportion to 
the growth of the city; we are pleased, therefore, to note that the authori- 
ties, recognizing this fact, had an ordinance enacted, increasing the force 
by the addition of fifty men, who will begin their duties in January, 1910. 

For the purpose of comparing the relative numerical strength of the 
police force of Rochester with that of other cities, having a population of 
from 200,000 to 500,000, we have obtained statistics from twelve other cities 
of the United States and Canada, which we submit for this purpose. A 
study of this table will prove to our citizens that Rochester is not as well 
policed as it should be, and that the additional fifty men, provided for, are 
needed to give the citizens of Rochester police protection proportionate 
with that of other cities of its class :

GENERAL DISCIPLINE 

The general conduct of members of the force has been of the highest 
order. Good discipline has been maintained to the end that the best work 
possible might be performed. The attention to duty and the willingness 
with which members of the department performed the work assigned them 
was evidence that the discipline was not unreasonable or irksome. Police 
work at its best is trying. Officers must always be ready to act promptly 
and it is not to be expected, therefore, that mistakes will not occur; but the 
small number of complaints received from citizens during the year for mis- 
conduct or misjudgment on the part of officers, is to our mind evidence of 
the intelligence and efficiency of the members of the Rochester Police De- 
partment. 

DETECTIVE BUREAU 

The Detective Bureau is composed of one Director and fourteen De- 
tectives. The work required of this bureau is of such a character that the 
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keenest judgment and the most extreme patience is necessary in order that 
the best results may be obtained. Only such cases as are beyond the reach 
of the Precincts are assigned to the Detective Bureau, to be solved, and 
though a great many cases are cleared up in a short time, there are others 
upon which months and even years of patient and persistent work is re- 
quired before the perpetrators of the crimes under investigation are brought 
to justice; we, therefore, ask the indulgence of the public in passing judg- 
ment on the work of this department, and we feel able to assure them that 
the results accomplished by our Detective Force will compare favorably 
with that of any similar department in any city of the United States. 

BUREAU OF IDENTIFICATION 

The Bureau of Identification, commonly called the Rogues' Gallery, 
is a most important branch of the police system, and no police department 
can be considered complete that has not a system of photographing and 
measuring prisoners for identification, which will insure quick and positive 
discovery of itinerant suspected criminals; for it is a well known fact that 
criminals of all classes are less liable to attempt to operate in a city having 
a well equipped bureau of identification. Realizing the advantages to be 
obtained from the Bertillon System, we determined to improve this depart- 
ment in every way possible, and after considerable labor to that end, we 
now have in our photograph gallery and Bertillon Filing Case, the photos 
and description of 13,380 criminals, of various classes. 

This Bureau has been extended and a branch of the same has been es- 
tablished in each Precinct Station. The object is to have all officers of the 
department become familiar with the photographs of known criminals, 
that they may be able to detect their presence in the community, and to 
prevent them from committing crime. Heretofore the gallery maintained 
at Police Headquarters was used principally for the members of the Detec- 
tive Department, and was not at all times easily accessible to the members 
of the force in general; but under the new regime, we hope to encourage all 
the members of the department to study criminals and their methods. 

HEADQUARTERS BUILDING REMODELED 

During the year the interior of the Police Headquarters Building has 
been enlarged, remodeled, and refurnished, and we feel safe in saying that 
we now have an up-to-date police building. The furnishings in the Chief's 
office, and in the office of the Inspector, and in the Captain's Assembly 
Room are neat and substantial, and thoroughly in keeping with the require- 
ments of these offices. 

The filing room in the Chief's apartment has been equipped with the 
most modern devices for preparing and filing police records. 

The Detective Bureau has been refurnished throughout, and each 
officer now has a roll top desk, so that he may properly prepare his daily 
report and special reports of cases assigned to him for investigation. 
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PLAIN-CLOTHES OFFICERS IN PRECINCTS 

There is a great deal of police work which cannot be effectually executed 
by officers when wearing the uniform of the department. An officer while 
in uniform should not be ordered to do duty which will require him to enter 
places where liquor is sold; we have, therefore, during the past year from 
time to time detailed temporarily patrolmen from the uniform ranks to do 
duty in plain clothes while enforcing the excise law, and laws and ordinances 
relating to speed of motor vehicles, and in obtaining evidence against dis- 
orderly places. 

From the results obtained in the suppression of crime, we feel justified 
in recommending that at least two officers in each Precinct be assigned per- 
manently to this work. 

POLICE GYMNASIUM 

The police gymnasium has been maintained in good condition, and the 
classes have been kept up to a high standard. The officers feel that they 
have been much improved by the training received, both in health and phys- 
ical development. The classes have been under the supervision of the De- 
partment Surgeon who designates the exercises which he thinks will be most 
beneficial for the individual, and for the developing of a healthy and rugged 
constitution, fitting the man for the work required of him. 

PATROL AUTOMOBILES 

In July last, the two old patrol automobiles were replaced with new 
ones of more modern pattern. The new machines are capable of running 
on an average of fifteen miles per hour, and making from 45 to 50 miles on 
one charge. 

THE MOUNTED OFFICERS 

The mounted squad consists of four officers. In the summer season 
they are assigned to duty in the parks, and patrolling the outlying streets 
of the city. In the winter they are assigned to assist in regulating the traffic 
in the congested district. On the occasion of large gatherings, parades, 
etc., they are able to keep the streets open, and hold back large crowds 
where the foot patrolmen are practically powerless. 

THE MOTORCYCLE SQUAD 

The motorcycle squad consists of six officers, one assigned to each Pre- 
cinct. Their duties are to regulate traffic within the Precinct to which 
they are assigned, and to perform duty in the parks on occasions of extraor- 
dinary events, and because of their ability to move about quickly through 
long park drives, this small force has been able to maintain order when it 
was impossible with our limited number of foot patrolmen, to detail a suffi- 
cient number of them to perform equal service. 
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TRAFFIC 

Five patrolmen are detailed as a traffic squad to regulate the movement 
of vehicles in the streets comprising the congested district. In the out- 
lying sections of the city, the patrolmen on their respective beats, are re- 
quired to give as much of their time as possible to this work. 

After a careful study of the problem of regulating traffic in our streets, 
we have become convinced that constant supervision and instruction of 
drivers of vehicles is the only practical way of improving conditions; we, 
therefore, in the early part of the year, prepared pamphlets and placards in 
which were printed the rules of the road, and excerpts from the state and 
municipal laws. The pamphlets were distributed among teamsters and 
chauffers, and the placards were posted in all garages and livery barns, and 
in the stables of teamsters, that employer and employee might familiarize 
themselves with the provisions of the law, and co-operating with the police 
in the observance of it, simplify and facilitate traffic. 

THE EXCISE LAW 

The Liquor Tax Law of the State has been enforced impartially, and 
violations relating to the sale of liquors on Sundays, and during prohibited 
hours, have steadily decreased in number. 

The provisions relating to gambling and the keeping of gambling de- 
vices in places where liquors are sold have received special attention; and 
we are able to report that the operation of slot machines and pool selling 
in saloons have been stopped. 

The increase in the number of Raines Law Hotels during the past 
year has been quite noticeable. A hotel license in many instances seems to 
be nothing more nor less than an extraordinary privilege to traffic in liquors 
on Sundays. Under the law, no one but bona fide guests of those hotels 
can buy liquors, but to become such, one has only to buy a nominal or 
meager meal, with which he can have liquor served, and as much of it as he 
may care to imbibe. Many persons rather than spend too much for vict- 
uals, therefore, will remain in one place until they have become intoxicated. 
When these intoxicated persons are seen on the streets, the impression goes 
abroad that the saloons are "wide open" and the police are without just 
cause criticized. Early in the years, we took measures to stop this practice. 
Special details of officers were made to visit these resorts on Sundays, with 
instructions to arrest all intoxicated persons found in them, and proceed 
against proprietors, under provisions of the Liquor Tax Law. This method 
we have found has greatly diminished the number of intoxication cases on 
Sundays. 

FIRES INVESTIGATED 

During the year the police investigated 923 fires, of which eighty-eight 
were apparently of incendiary origin, fifty-five of which occurred during the 
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months of March and April, when a wave of incendiarism seemed to have 
struck the city; but by splendid work on the part of the police, this was 
soon checked. 

Sixteen persons were arrested on charge of arson, of which number, four 
were convicted, two being sent to Auburn State Prison, one to the Monroe 
County Penitentiary, and one to Matteawan State Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane. 

Thirty-seven persons were arrested on suspicion of having criminal 
knowledge of the origin of some of these fires, and although we were unable 
to sustain charges of arson against them, nineteen were convicted of vag- 
rancy and sent to the Monroe County Penitentiary. 

After these arrests and convictions, there were less fires, and now the 
number occurring is below the normal average. 

CARRYING CONCEALED WEAPONS 

In the suppression of crime, the police have made every effort to dis- 
courage the carrying of firearms, and other dangerous weapons concealed 
upon the person ; and we have assumed the right (probably without lawful 
authority) to search all intoxicated persons, and dangerous characters 
whom we had reason to suspect of carrying such weapons. In the crusade 
against the above class of lawbreakers, we have visited frequently the re- 
sorts where such persons are harbored, and have from time to time arbi- 
trarily searched the inmates. In this work we have been most substantially 
supported by the Police Magistrate who has, upon conviction, imposed 
heavy penalties upon persons guilty of the above offense, which has brought 
about a marked decrease in the number of arrests for carrying concealed 
weapons. 

VAGRANTS 

In order to rid our city of vagrants, an<| pther persons unable to give 
a satisfactory account of themselves, we have, frequently visited all resorts 
for such persons, and arrested suspicious characters found in them, charg- 
ing them with being vagrants. We have also watched all in-coming trains 
at the railroad depots and freight yards, arid apprehended all persons 
caught stealing rides on them. Arid as directed by you, we have furnished 
transportation to, and ordered from the city, all persons discharged from the 
Monroe County Penitentiary, who had been sent there from other parts of 
the state, and who were not furnished with the means to return to the place 
from which they were committed. 

PRECINCT STATIONS 

Our Precinct Stations are considered model police buildings, and to 
maintain this reputation, we must keep them in good repair. A deteriora- 
tion of any part should be avoided; we, therefore, recommend an appropria- 
tion of $4,925.00 to cover the expense of making necessary repairs in the 
several Precinct Stations. 
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SECOND HAND DEALERS 



We recommend the enactment of an ordinance requiring dealers in 
second hand goods to report daily to the Chief of Police, the same as pawn- 
brokers, a description of all property purchased, and name, address, and a 
personal description of the individual from whom bought; and such an 
ordinance might be framed so as to include persons other than regular 
dealers. 

We have tried to promote a policy of co-operation among the police 
departments of the United States and Canada, by investigating promptly 
all foreign police business referred to us, and in executing warrants for the 
arrest of fugitives from justice.

Rochester, N. Y., January 1, 1910. 
To the Honorable Charles S. Owen, Commissioner of Public Safety. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Fire Depart- 
ment, for the year ending December 31, 1909. 

The Department received 1,063 alarms during the year, 7 less than dur- 
ing the year 1908. 

Of these, 515 were bell alarms, Gamewell System; 28 Standard Electric 
System: 432 Telephone, and 88 Verbal Alarms. 

Included in the bell alarms, Gamewell System, were 4 Second, 7 Third 
and 1 General Alarm. 

The false alarms numbered 26, divided as follows : 13 Gamewell System, 
9 Standard Electric System, and 4 Telephone. 

During the year there were 964 fires, 46 more than during the year 1908. 

Of these, 275 occurred in brick, stone or concrete buildings, 472 in frame 
buildings, and 217 outside of buildings, such as dumps, bonfires, automo- 
biles, street cars, etc. 

More than one alarm was turned in on the same fire on various occas- 
ions, and the unnecessary calls, account for the discrepancy between the 
number of alarms and fires. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I herewith respectfully recommend for the improvement of the fire ser- 
vice of this city, the following, viz: 

1. That the territory to be covered by the Fire Department, be redis- 
tricted and divided into four districts, as follows : 

District 1. To include all that territory east of the Genesee River and 
north of Main Street. 
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District 2. To include all that territory west of the Genesee River and 
north of Main street. 

District 3. To include all that territory east of the Genesee River and 
south of Main Street. 

District 4. To include all that territory west of the Genesee River and 
south of Main street. 

On December 1, 1909, the territory was re-districted into three districts 
and an appointment of one additional Battalion Chief was made, which 
made an added improvement to the fire service, but is not sufficient to carry 
on the work of the Department up to the high standard that it should per- 
form, by the making of frequent inspection of buildings, company quarters, 
etc., and rendering reports thereon, attending alarms of fire, which each 
year shows a decided increase in number for the reason of the constant 
growth of the City, of buildings and population*. 

The territory as covered by the Battalion Chiefs at present, takes 
them continually away from the central fire district, where their services 
are greatly needed in case of fire, thus causing them to consume valuable 
time and to travel great distances before reaching fires. 

One of the principle adjuncts in the successful handling of fires, is the 
knowledge of the various entrances to buildings, and the details with ref- 
erence to the contents and surroundings of buildings, which thorough in- 
spection accomplishes, and the amount of time to familiarize themselves 
with buildings, the Battalion Chiefs are unable to give as present consti- 
tuted. 

The Department for ten years prior to the year 1903, employed four 
Battalion Chiefs, when the City had considerable less in population, and 
the Department was a great deal smaller in number and apparatus. 

I would respectfully refer you to Cities with less and of the same popu- 
lation as Rochester, where you will find that at least four and as many as 
six Battalion Chiefs employed in their Departments. 

2. That a suitable site be purchased in the vicinity of Court and Ex- 
change Streets, for the construction of a building for the accommodation 
of a Truck and a Hose Company. 

This would make an excellent location for these companies and would 
materially aid the Department in their work in the central fire district. 

This would necessitate the construction of a building, the purchase of 
a quick raising aerial truck, a hose wagon, horses and equipment, and the 
appointment of twenty men. 

3. That a building be constructed in connection with the building of 
Engine Co. No. 9, Webster Avenue, making this a double house, for the ac- 
commodation of a Truck Company. 

Considerable territory intervenes between Truck Companies in this 
locality, and on alarms of fire it takes the Aerial Truck from Truck Co. No . 
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2, from the center of the City, to this vicinity, consuming considerable time 
before arrival, and deprives the central fire district from the service of one 
of the Aerial Trucks, in case of an alarm from that district. 

Several Engine Companies have been added to the Department during 
the past few years, while only two Truck Companies have strengthened it, 
and some consideration must be given in this line. 

The large number of dwellings and buildings that have been constructed 
in this locality, require quicker truck service, for the protection of life and 
property. 

This would necessitate the construction of a building, the purchase of 
a second size truck, horses and equipment, and the appointment of ten men. 

4. That two second size steam fire engines be purchased, one to be 
placed in commission at Engine Co. No. 16, and the other to be placed as a 
reserve engine. 

The engine now used as a reserve engine and the old engine of Engine 
Co. No. 16, could be traded in on the purchase of the new engines, both 
being of the rotary type and in service a long time, not meeting the require- 
ments of to-day. 

5. That one second size aerial truck be purchased and placed in com- 
mission at Truck Co. No. 3, the Truck of this Company being the oldest 
in point of service and not up to the standard, although it could be placed 
in reserve and used whenever necessitated. 

6. That the three City Trucks, be equipped with complete sets of 
Trussed Ladders. 

The Ladders now in service being too heavy, with Ladders of lighter 
weight, the work could be performed much quicker and better, handled by 
two or three men, where the heavy ladders require from four to six men to 
raise, the load would be much easier to draw and quicker time could be made. 

All of the up-to-date Trucks are equipped with Trussed Ladders, and 
in service in the principal Cities of the Country. 

7. That the number of men in Engine and Truck Companies in the 
central fire district, be increased from eleven to twelve, and in all other 
Engine and Truck Companies, from ten to eleven men. 

On account of the number of days off, meal hours, etc., the proper 
number of men to man apparatus to give good fire service, cannot be given, 
without increasing the force, which should be done to protect the large 
property interests involved. 

8. That 8,000 feet of first class, rubber lined, cotton, 2J^ inch fire hose 
be purchased. 

This hose to be used to replace condemned hose that is found unfit for 
further service, and to meet the demand on account of the increase in the 
number of Companies in the Department. 
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9. That provision be made in the appropriation for the equipment of 
supplies for the Hose Depot, material for the Repair Shop and Horse-Shoe- 
ing Departments, and the purchase of Shut-Off Nozzles, Pipe Holders, 
Lanterns, Chemical Hose, etc., for the Department. 

10. That the work of increasing the size of the water mains, and the 
installing of Hemlock and Holly hydrants, by the Water Works Department, 
be continued, as in the past few years, in the central fire district and in vi- 
cinities of large buildings that are constructed in the outlying districts of 
the City. 

The more and closer the hydrants are installed, the shorter the lines 
of hose and the more frequent places for suction to engines are obtained 
resulting in the saving of a great amount of loss of pressure on fire streams, 
where longer lines of hose would have been laid. 

11. That all electric, telegraph and telephone wires now overhead, be 
installed underground in conduits, that it will not interfere with the work 
of the Department at fires. 

In various localities masses of overhead wires are seen, that would 
delay and hamper the Department in their work, and might result in a 
serious Conflagration, should fires occur there. 

12. In order to protect the Department from the outlay of money, on 
account of sickness, during the time of employ of new appointees, and to 
protect the Pension Fund, I respectfully recommend that candidates on 
the eligible list for appointment in the Fire Department, must undergo an- 
other physical examination, and furnish a certificate from the Department 
Surgeon, qualifying them as to their physical condition, before receiving 
a permanent appointment, such certificate to be furnished to the Com- 
missioner of Public Safety. 

That in a number of cases candidates passed the mental and physical 
examinations, and have been carried on the eligible list for two or three 
years before permanent appointment, that during that time they have 
contracted disease or injury, unfitting them for fire duty, and this later 
physical examination by the Department Surgeon, would bring out any such 
defects, and these men would not receive appointment. 

13. That in the qualifications for membership, the height of candi- 
dates as well as the weight and girth of chest, should be increased, the men 
coming into the Department for the past few years are much too small in 
size and strength, for the heavy work required from them on fires where 
long ladders are raised and lines of hose must be taken to the upper floors 
of buildings, to perform this kind of work, men should be robust, have the 
agility, and nerve for high work,, which qualifications some of the men 
coming into service of the Department do not attain, resulting in fire duty 
not up to the standard. 

14. That a drill school be established where all members, especially 
new men, shall be trained in the use of appliances and in life saving work.

April 22. Engine Co. No. 5, Engine wheels were equipped with 3Ji 
inch front and four inch rear Motor Tires, by the Repair Shop. 

April 22. Asphalt was laid at Engine Co. No. 1, and Hose Co. No. 12, 
over the apparatus room floors, for runways of horses. 

May 17. Received one (1) Triple Combination Truck, Chemical and 
Hose, for service with Truck Co. No. 7. 

June 8. Common Council regraded the Fire Department to provide 
for nine (9) additional men and ten (10) substitute firemen, effective July 

1, making 265 regular members and 30 substitute firemen. 

June 25. 2,000 feet of 2J^ inch Paragon Fire Hose purchased from the 
Eureka Fire Hose Co., was placed in commission at the Hose Depot. 

July 1. The nine (9) additional men granted the Department were 
assigned as follows, viz: One (1) man for each of Engine Companies No. 1, 

2, 4, 14; Hose Companies No. 3, 11, 12, and Truck Companies No. 1 and 2. 

July 16. Engine Co. No. 6, Engine wheels were equipped with 3J^ inch 
front and 4 inch rear Motor Tires by the Repair Shop. 

August 6. Engine Co. No. 2, Engine wheels were equipped with 3% 
inch front and 4 inch rear Motor tires by the Repair Shop. 

Sept. 14. Engine Co. No. 13, Engine wheels were equipped with 3Ji 
inch front and 4 inch rear Motor tires by the Repair Shop. 

Sept. 15. New Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon constructed 
and completed at Repair Shop, for Hose Co. No. 19. 

October 1. The number of days allowed members of the Department 
for regular time off-duty, was increased from one day each week to every 
sixth day off. 
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October 19. Engine Co. No. 8. Engine wheels were equipped with 3J^ 
inch front and 4 inch rear Motor tires by the Repair Shop. 

October 20. The Parade, Review and Inspection of the Department 
was held. 

November 9. Common Council regraded the Fire Department to pro- 
vide for one (1) additional Battalion Chief; two (2) additional Captains, 
two (2) additional Lieutenants, one (1) Engineer, and nineteen (19) addi- 
tional men, making a total of twenty-five (25) men, for assignment to new 
companies to be installed, making a grand total of membership of the De- 
partment of two hundred ninety (290) men, and thirty (30) substitutes. 

November 23. Engine Co. No. 10, Engine wheels equipped with Z l A 
inch front and 4 inch rear Motor tires, by the Repair Shop. 

November 30. Houses of Engine Co. No. 18, Child and Campbell 
Streets, Hose Co. No. 19, East Avenue and Truck Co. No. 7, South Avenue, 
were completed and ready for commission, making a total of twenty-one 
(21) houses in the Department, including double houses, etc. 

December 1. The territory to be covered by the Fire Department was 
re-districted, to provide for an additional district, making three (3) dis- 
tricts, for service of three Battalion Chiefs. 

First District. To include all that territory east of the Genesee River 
and north of Main Street E., including all buildings on Main Street E. 

River Bridge. 

Second District. To include all that territory west of the Genesee 
River. 

Third District. To include all that territory east of the Genesee River 
and south of Main Street E. 

Captain James T. Lynch of Engine Co. No. 14, was promoted to Bat- 
talion Chief, and assigned to District No. 3, and in commission. 

December 1. New Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon and new 
second size Metropolitan Steam Fire Engine in commission at Engine Co. 
No. 18. 

New Combination Chemical and Hose Wagon in commission at Hose 
Co. No. 19. 

New Triple Truck, Combination Chemical and Hose, in commission 
at Truck Co. No. 7. 

December 1. Engine Co. No. 18, with Captain George Fischer, Lieu- 
tenant Raymond Nier, and eight (8) men; Hose Co. No. ,19, with three (3) 
men, and Truck Co. No. 7, with Captain David Levi, Lieutenant H. S. 
Weigel, and eight (8) men, were assigned to command and membership to 
these companies and were placed in commission December 2, one (1) man 
being assigned as chief 's driver for Battalion Chief No. 3. 

December 2, new Running Book with assignments and instructions 
in commission. 
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December 7, Citizens Volunteer Co., of the 21st Ward with quarters at 
Hose Co. No. 19, disbanded at noon to-day, and Lieutenant F. W. Stiefel 
was placed in ammand with three (3) substitute firemen in addition to the 
three paid men already assigned to this company. 

December 23. Engine Co. No. 9, Engine wheels equipped with 3% 
inches front and 4 inches rear Motor tires, by the Repair Shop. 

December 30. 5,000 feet of 2J^ inch Paragon Fire Hose purchased from 
the Eureka Fire Hose Co., was placed in commission at the Hose Depot. 

During the year the Repair Shop accomplished considerable amount of 
work, building new Combination Chemical and Hose Wagons, equipping 
engine wheels with rubber tires, repairs to hose wagons, trucks, exercise 
wagons and many minor repairs for the department, together with work for 
the Police Department and Health Bureau, in all amounting to $9,009.32. 

The horseshoeing has been done by the Department shoers, with entire 
satisfaction, and during the year 1909, the salaries paid amounted to $1,- 
860.00, the cost of material was $1,107.65, with a credit of $17.50 for the sale 
of old shoes, making a total cost of $2,950.15 for the year, the work performed 
was as follows, viz: 2,141 new shoes, 1,781 shoes reset, 36 new bar shoes, 72 
bar shoes reset, 393 new rubber pads, 60 rubber pads reset, 283 leathers, 640 
never-slip shoes, and 16,949 never-slip calks furnished. 

During the year, forty-nine (49) men were assigned to permanent duty, 
three (3) men reinstated, three (3) men retired and pensioned, nine (9) 
men resigned, two (2) men dismissed, five (5) men died, and one (1) widow 
pensioned, one (1) vacancy to be filled January 1st. 

With few exceptions, the fire extinguishing apparatus in service is in 
excellent condition. Firemen have been detailed at each performance held 
at theaters, public halls, and entertainments, balls, fairs, etc. 

Inspections were made of theaters, hospitals, public halls, private and 
charitable institutions, manufacturing buildings, business and tenement 
blocks, etc., and reports made thereon. 

The Truck Companies and the Water Tower Company held practice 
from two to three times each week, weather permitting. 

Engineers were allowed extra time, when convenient to spare them 
from duty, to familiarize themselves with the various hydrants and loca- 
tions to take suction from the canals and raceways, in the central fire dis- 
trict. 

The members of the Department were instructed, in general, in the line 
of their duties, and as to good conduct and disciplined required. 

HORSES 

During the year thirty-two (32) horses were purchased, two (2) died, 
and eighteen (18) were sold, giving the Department, January 1 1910, a total 
of 130 horses, and in general they are in good condition. 
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HOSE DEPOT 

The number of feet of hose dried at the hose depot for the year ending 
December 31, 1909, was 216,350 feet, divided as follows: January, 6,050; 
February, 10,600; March, 43,750; April, 53,800; May, 25,550; June, 11,750; 
July, 12,200; August, 16,100; September, 8,700; October, 5,950; November, 
5,200; December, 16,700 feet.

Fire at 235 Main Street E., seven story brick building, occu- 
pied as commercial building, fire originated on the sixth floor, cause un-

March 30. Fire at 10-20 Main Street E., four story brick building, 
occupied as Arcade for stores and offices, fire originated in wire tower of the 
W. U. T. Co., cause defective wires; Station 51, at 1:01 P. M., Third Alarm 
at 1:06 P. M., and General Alarm at 1:31 P. M. 

April 7. Fire at 316 N. Goodman Street, two story frame shed and coal 
trestle, fire originated on first floor coal shed," cause unknown ; Station 436, 
at 7:23 P. M., Second Alarm at 7:34 P. M.

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PENSION LAV, EFFECTIVE MAY 19, 1908, FIRE DEPARTMENT 

FIRE PENSION FUND. 

1. Pension Fund. The fire pension fund, in addition to the moneys 
therein contained, consists of: 

(a) All fines imposed upon members of the fire force by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Safety, and all moneys, pay, compensation or salary, or any 
part thereof, forfeited, deducted or withheld from any member or members 
of the fire force for or on account of absence or suspension from duty. 

(b) All awards, money, fees, gifts, testimonials and emoluments that 
may be paid or given for or on account of services by the fire force or any 
member thereof. 

(c) All fees received for licenses of theaters and public places of amuse- 
ment. 

(d) All fines or penalties imposed and collected for violation of ordin- 
ances of the common council relating to the management, conduct and 
control of or interference with the fire force of the city, and also relating to the 
erection and construction of wooden buildings. 

(e) Two per centum of the monthly pay, salary or compensation of 
each member of the fire force, to be deducted monthly and credited to the 
fire pension fund. 

(f) The sum of three thousand dollars, which must be provided for in 
the annual estimate and raised in the annual levy of taxes. 

(g) Two per centum of all moneys received annually by the city from 
the liquor tax receipts, which percentage must be annually deducted there- 
from and credited to the fire pension fund 

2. Pensions, (a) The Commissioner of Public Safety has the power 
in his discretion, upon the certificate of a surgeon designated by him, to 
retire and dismiss from membership any member of the paid fire force who, 
after fifteen years' membership therein becomes superannuated by age, 
permanently insane or mentally incapacitated or disabled, physically or 
mentally, so as to be unfitted or unable to perform full fire duty by reason 
of such disability or disease contracted without misconduct on his part, and 
to thereupon grant him a pension of an annual sum not less than two hundred 
and fifty dollars and not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

(b) The commissioner of public safety has power in his discretion to 
retire and dismiss from membership any member of the paid fire force who 
has performed duty therein for a period of twenty years or upwards, either 
as a paid or minute man, upon the application in writing of such member; and 
also any member of the paid fire force who while in and by reason of the 
actual performance of duty, and without fault or misconduct on his part, 
is injured and becomes permanently disabled, physically or mentally, so as 
to be unfitted to perform full fire duty, upon the certificate of a surgeon desig- 
nated by the Commissioner of Public Safety, showing that such member 
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is permanently disabled, physically or mentally, so as to be unfitted for duty; 
and to thereupon grant a pension to the retired member in either of the above 
cases, of an annual sum not less than one-half his salary or compensation at 
the time of retirement; which pension is for the natural life of the member 
so retired, and must not be revoked, repealed or diminished. 

3. Pensions to Widows and Children. The Commissioner of Public 
Safety has power in his discretion to grant" a pension of an annual sum not 
exceeding three hundred dollars per annum, to the widow of any member 
of the fire force who is killed while in the actual performance of duty or who 
dies from the effect of an injury received in the actual performance of duty, 
or who dies after fifteen years of service in the fire force or after having been 
retired upon a pension under this act. 

If in addition to the widow, the deceased member leave a child or children 
under eighteen years of age, then the amount of pension may be divided 
between the widow and children in such proportion and in such manner as 
the Commissioner of Public Safety may direct; and if the deceased member 
leave a child under eighteen years of age, and no widow, or if a widow, then 
after her death, the Commissioner in his discretion may grant such pension 
to the child or children under eighteen years of age. If he leave no widow 
or child, but a parent or parents wholly dependent upon him for support, 
the Commissioner in his discretion may grant such pension to the parent or 
parents or to the survivor of them. If he leave no widow, child or dependent 
parent, but one or more brothers and sisters wholly dependent on him, under 
sixteen years of age, the Commissioner in his discretion may grant such 
pension to such brothers and sisters, to be apportioned among them as the 
Commissioner may direct. When a member of the fire force who has been 
retired on a pension thereafter marries, his widow and children of such mar- 
riage are not entitled to pensions under this act. 

4. Termination of Pensions. A pension to a widow terminates when 
the widow remarries; and a pension, to a child terminates when the child 
arrives at the age of eighteen years or when the child marries before reaching 
the age of eighteen years; and a pension to a dependent brother or sister 
terminates when he or she reaches the age of sixteen years. 

5. Revocation of Pensions. The Commissioner of Public Safety 
may in his discretion revoke any pension granted or any part thereof, except 
in cases of members of the fire force retired after twenty years' service or 
because of injury received in the actual performance of duty; and he must 
upon revoking any pension or part thereof, file with the chief of the fire force 
a written statement of the cause of such revocation. 

6. Pro Rata Payment. Should the moneys in the fire pension fund at 
any time be inadequate to fully pay all pensions granted and payable there- 
from, a pro rata amount of the respective pensions granted may be granted 
to the pensioners. 
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7. Auditing Committee. The fire force must elect annually an au- 
diting committee of three members who may be chosen from the members 
of the fire force, including those retired upon a pension, and from the members 
of the Firemen's Mutual Benefit Association. The committee must audit 
the accounts of the comptroller and treasurer relating to the fire pension fund, 
and must report the result thereof to the fire force. 

8. False Oaths Punishable. Any person who knowingly or willfully 
in any wise procures the making or presentation of any false or fraudulent 
affidavit or affirmation concerning any claim for a pension from the fire 
pension fund or payment thereof, or who willfully swears falsely in any oath 
or affirmation in obtaining or procuring any pension from said fund or pay- 
ment thereof, is guilty of a felony. 

9. Pensions Exempt from Execution. The moneys, securities and 
effects of the fire pension fund and all pensions and moneys granted and 
payable from said fund are and shall be exempt from execution and from 
all process and proceedings to recover the same or enjoin or stay the pay- 
ment of the same by or on behalf of any creditor or person having or asserting 
any claim, debt or liability against any pensioner of said fund.

To the Honorable Charles S. Owen, Commissioner of Public Safety. 

Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit for your consideration the annual 
report for the Bureau of Fire Alarm Telegraph for the year ending December 
31, 1909. 

During the year 1,035 alarms were received as follows : 515 Bell alarms; 
4 of which were second alarms, 7 of which were third alarms and 1 of which 
was a general alarm; 432 Telephone alarms and 88 Verbal alarms. 

13 Fire Alarm Boxes were installed. 

36 Standards were set and Boxes placed thereon. 

11 Miles of overhead wire were run. 

17,500 Feet of underground cable were installed. 

146 Dangerous wires reported to this Bureau were removed. 

595 Ambulance calls were received and sent as follows: Homeopathic 
Hospital 191, City Hospital 169, St. Mary's Hospital 157, Hahnemann 
Hospital 78. 

320 Glasses reported broken in Fire Alarm Boxes were replaced ; of these 
48 doors found open were closed. 

I wish to respectfully submit the following recommendations for the 
improvement of this Bureau: 

That metal sash, with wire glass, be placed in the rear windows of the 
Central Headquarters. 

That Nonpareil protectors be placed in all fire alarm boxes, where 
Miller Cut Outs are now in use. 

That new silver contact brakes be placed in all fire alarm boxes. 

That fire alarm boxes be placed in all Orphan Asylums, Schools and 
Theaters. 

That fifty new fire alarm boxes be purchased and installed. 

That provision be made for, at least, two more Joker Circuits at Central 
Headquarters. 

That the wires used in the Joker Service, extending to Hose Nos. 7, 11, 
16, 19 and Truck No. 7 be placed underground so as to prevent trouble 
arising from climatic conditions. With the exception of the above named 
the Joker Service of the entire City is at present underground. 
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That Box Circuits Nos. 3, 8, 10, 13, 14 and 16 be placed underground. A 
large part of these circuits is at present underground and with a compara- 
tively small outlay the remaining part could be placed in a safe condition. 

That separate numbers be given the two fire alarm boxes located at the 
County House and State Hospital. These two fire alarm boxes are both 
numbered twenty-eight and should an alarm be sent in from one of them 
considerable time would be lost by the responding fire compamies in locating 
the fire on account of the amount of ground covered by these buildings and 
the distance between them. 

That the fire alarm box located at the County House be removed from 
the building and placed on the street and a private box be installed within 
the building. 

That all poles whereon fire alarm boxes are located, be painted red for 
a given distance. These poles are often very large and sometimes the box 
is discernible only from one side. If these poles were painted red a citizen 
could very readily locate them. 

That all Engine Houses where unsafe conditions exist from lighting 
wires be rewired. 

That wires be placed underground on the following named streets: 
Allen Street, from Piatt Street to Campbell Street; Goodman Street, from 
Richard Street to Caroline Street; Caroline Street, from Goodman Street to 
South Avenue ; Pearl Street, from Meigs Street to Averill Avenue ; Galusha 
Street, from Lowell Street to Oakman Street ; Hawkins Street, from Oakman 
Street to Scrantom Street ; Scrantom Street, from Hawkins Street to Conkey 
Avenue, Conkey Avenue from Scrantom Street to Avenue D. 

In conclusion I wish to acknowledge and thank you Honorable Com- 
missioner for the many courtesies extended during the past year as well 
Chief Charles Little of the Fire Department.

Plants that have done away with their steam plant and get it 

from others 10 

We feel that the smoke conditions are better than last year. The New 
York Central Railroad have installed steam jets in all switch engines; 
there are fifty three (53) plants using hard coal, an increase of ten over 1908. 

From the number of smoke preventing devices installed during the 
year, we believe that the smoke conditions in the railroad and manufactur- 
ing districts have greatly improved. 

While the smoke situation, at present, is far from satisfactory, it must 
be taken into consideration that there are many difficulties to overcome. 
If the manufacturer would but realize that" the abatement of black smoke 
means a decrease in the consumption of coal, he would not hesitate to take 
immediate steps to better conditions. The elimination of black smoke is 
a business proposition and the manufacturer or owner that allows black 
smoke is guilty of extravagance in operation. 

We look for better conditions for the year before us.

Hon. Charles S. Owen, Commissioner of Public Safety: 

Sir: — I have the honor to present the Annual Report of the Health 
Bureau for the year 1909. 

During the year there were 4,356 births reported, rate per thousand 
21.78; 1,958 marriages reported to the office of the City Clerk, and for which 
marriage licenses were issued by the City Clerk; 3,062 deaths reported, rate 
per thousand, 15.31. These rates are based on a population of 200,000. The 
number of births and the reported rate are much below the number of chil- 
dren really born in Rochester. Certainly in a population of more than 
200,000 several hundred children are born whose names do not get into the 
birth register. Six thousand births would be a more nearly correct figure for 
Rochester than the number given in this report. The only reason we do 
not get these births is because we cannot secure the returns as provided by 
law, because a number of midwives are illegally practicing midwifery in 
contravention of law. 

The number of deaths reported is somewhat in excess of the number re- 
ported during the past few years; the rate per thousand is also somewhat 
higher than last year; but lower than for several years prior to this year. 
When the true population becomes known by census, it will be found that 
our rate will be under fifteen deaths per thousand. 

The chief causes of death for twenty years are presented in tabular 
form in another part of this report. 

Accidents caused 134 deaths. This is a considerable increase in the 
number of accidents over any past recent year. The increase in the number 
of accidents appears to be due to railroad and trolley accidents, as 36 of the 
134 deaths were car accidents. Automobiles contributed 5 deaths by acci- 
dents against 6 by wagon. 

The deaths reported from ail diseases of the lungs, not classed as con- 
sumption, including bronchitis, pneumonia, pleurisy, etc., numbered 392; 
the deaths reported from consumption were 334. I believe, however, that 
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a large number of the deaths reported to be due to bronchitis, pneumonia, 
pleurisy, etc., are really due to consumption, or had consumption as a se- 
rious complication. The fact is we know very little of the true distribution 
of consumption, especially consumption of the lungs, and not until we have 
a public official whose duty it will be to make autopsies, where autopsies are 
permitted, will we arrive at a true understanding of the real causes of death, 
especially deaths in diseases of the lungs. In many families the family 
would consent to an autopsy if it could be done without expense. The 
busy physician often cannot give his time for this purpose; but the official 
whose business it should be to conduct autopsies and make examinations 
of pathological material would clear up many a doubtful diagnosis, make 
the death reports of greater value, and broaden the knowledge of the phy- 
sician so that better work might be done for the living. In no class of cases 
would the work of such an official be of more value than in cancer. The 
steady increase in the reported deaths from cancer and the number of doubt- 
ful diagnoses lead us to believe that many deaths are reported as from 
other causes when they are really due to cancer. One hundred and sev- 
enty-eeven deaths are reported from cancer; the highest number for any 
year in the records. 

The infectious fevers, most of them (with the exception of typhoid 
fever) infectious of childhood, caused deaths according to the reports as 
follows : 

Measles 35, scarlet fever 18, typhoid fever 17, diphtheria 18, and whoop- 
ing cough 25. Of these decedents, victims of the principal infectious dis- 
eases of childhood, 69 were in children under 5 years of age. The deaths 
from puerpural diseases numbered 13 of which 8 were due to puerpural 
convulsions. 

The number of suicides shows an increase, as in 1907 and 1908, over 
former years. There was but a single death from te tam us, and that was in 
a case from out of the city. 

Of the 3,062 persons who died 462 were under one year of age, and 221 
between one and five years. There were 604 deaths over 70 years. 

Of the decedents under 5 years of age 283 were reported to have died 
of gastric intestinal diseases, 178 of lung diseases other than consumption, 
and 40 of cerebral or meningeal disease. Judging from the clinical and 
pathological experiences in large hospitals, a considerable number of the 
infants who died of bronchitis, pneumonia and meningitis were cases of 
terminal disease. It is believed that these terminal diseases are given as 
cause of death, when the real gastro intestinal diseases should have been 
given as the primary cause of death; we thus find a considerable percentage 
of the deaths on the records under such general headings as "Bronchitis, 
Pneumonia, Meningitis, " which should really have been registered as gas- 
tro intestinal diseases rather than under the names of the complications 
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that occurred at the time of death. If the real causes of death were entered 
on the record in cases of death in children we should find that gastro intes- 
tinal diseases caused a larger number of deaths than was formerly thought, 
and if this fact is once recognized greater care will be paid to the milk sup- 
plied to our children. Here again the public official who should make au- 
topsies would clear up a great number of doubtful statements that go down 
in the death records. 

For the year 1909 the number of deaths and the rate, figured as it is on 
a population lower than we will be found to have by census, show a very 
flattering health condition. We have not arrived at a time in the period 
of municipal activity when we can take all of the real measures for the sup- 
pression of communicable diseases that ought to be taken. In those dis- 
eases for which as many preventative measures have been taken as public 
opinion has permitted, we show a remarkable record for the current year. 
In diphtheria there have been but 18 reported deaths, and in typhoid fever 
but 17 deaths. This is the smallest number of reported deaths from typhoid 
in any period during the past forty years. Only once in 1902, when there 
were but 12 deaths reported from diphtheria was there a better record. We 
should consider that the average number of reported deaths from typhoid 
for thirty years prior to the decade beginning in 1900, was 43 per annum, 
and for the two decades prior to 1900, the average annual death rate from 
diphtheria was 117. These enormous death rates, particularly in one de- 
cade, during the latter part of which diphtheria anti-toxin came into gen- 
eral use, when compared with the diphtheria rate for last year, and the 
average rate for the decade beginning in 1900, of 61, speak eloquently for 
the work that has been done through anti-toxin and by bacteriological 
methods for the care, and best of all, for the prvention of diphtheria. 

As the diminution in diphtheria has been due to the introduction of 
diphtheria anti -toxin, bacteriological examinations, better general health 
conditions, and to the care of the teeth, throats and noses of our children, 
so the diminution in typhoid has been largely due to our better water supply 
and the better disposal of sewage; doubtless, too, one of the factors in the 
diminution of typhoid fever this year was the beginning of a fly campaign 
and the introduction of an ordinance and its passage through the Common 
Council requiring fly tight manure boxes. This bureau, co-operating with 
the Rochester Consumers League Committee of the Women's Educational 
and Industrial Union furnished large posters in colors, "Nail That Fly, M 
and a folder showing the manner in which the breeding of flies might be 
materially diminished. 

This fly campaign was prosecuted with ardor by the sanitary inspec- 
tors in an endeavor to educate the people to cover up the manure boxes so 
that flies might not get into them and breed, to cover up garbage pails, 
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clean yards, and as far as possible to do away with vaults and every other 
nuisance of a similar kind. 

There doubtless is a close association between the house fly and the 
infection of food, particularly the milk supply of our children. This year 
we did not note any diminution, but rather a slight increase in the number 
of deaths in children under 5 years of age. The average death rate for 
children under 5 years of age per thousand of the population in the last 
thirteen years, during which time particular attention has been paid to the 
milk, is 2.77 per thousand, against an average death rate for ten years 
prior, to 1896 of 5.3 per thousand. 

During the past thirteen years Rochester has paid particular attention 
to her milk supply. She has been granted the banner place among Eastern 
cities for her low infant mortality ; but I am confident that this low infant 
mortality could be made 25 per cent, lower, and more than 100 child lives 
saved every year, if the Milk Ordinance could be enforced as it should be. 

We have paid much attention to the inspection and scoring of stables 
from which the milk supply has been drawn. We have attempted, with 
some considerable success, to educate the producers and retailers in the 
manner of conducting a milk business without great expense, meeting the 
problem of milk production and distribution on the principle of what to do 
by making what the man has a littel better. We have introduced literature 
relating to nearly every phase of milk production. We have shown the 
problems of transportation and of icing in the "Model Ice House, " herein 
reproduced. 

THE MODEL ICE HOUSE. 

This is an ice house of cheap construction that will keep ice. It is to be 
built on drained ground not too much sheltered from the wind nor in a situa- 
tion that is too shady. It is to be built of hemlock boards and two by four 
joists, with half pitched roof that opens all around between the uprights 
and the gable, and with a large opening at either end of the gable for ven- 
tilation. 

The joists are to be laid up with hemlock boards on either the inside or 
outside of joists. (Boards are laid on the inside of the joists in the picture.; 
At one side of the ice house there is to be built a lean-to, or shed, into which 
sawdust may be thrown to dry. 

When ready to fill the house with ice, the bottom should be covered 
with clean litter or shavings, the ice should be put in one layer above the 
other so that the joints do not come opposite. At least twelve inches of 
space should be left between the ice and the walls of the ice house. As each 
layer of ice is put down, the space between the walls of the house and the ice 
should be filled with clean dry sawdust tightly rammed in so as to well fill 
the space between the walls of the house and the ice. As the ice is put in, 
the opening in the front part of the house should be laid up with common 
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hemlock boards. When the house is full to the topmost layer the ice should 
be covered with a foot of sawdust. 

Points in the construction of the ice house : 

It will keep ice if built according to directions. 

It is cheap. 

It can be built by anyone capable of handling tools. 

It must be drained, but it must not have a drain opening into it. 

If the ice house is to be built on wet soil, dig out a space beneath the 
house, put in a drain and then fill in the space with broken stone and sand 
then warm air will not find its way along the drain and melt the ice. 

To keep ice you must have a solid block of ice with broken joints sur- 
rounded by a foot of tightly rammed sawdust. The layer of sawdust next 
to the ice will be wet, the middle layer of sawdust will be damp, the outer 
. layer of sawdust dry. Ventilating the upper part of the ice house, draining 
the lower part of the house, drying the outer layer of sawdust through 
the cracks in the boards will keep the ice from melting. 

Do not build the ice house in a sheltered place, for then the outer layer 
of sawdust will not be dried by the wind and the sun. 

We are confident that more than 90 per cent, of the producers and re- 
tailers are with us in an endeavor to do much more for the betterment of the 
milk supply. There are, however, a small number of men, less than 10 per 
cent., who should be required to be within the law, and who have beensell- 
ing milk without licenses for more than two years. 

We'should take measures to prevent the sale for human consumption 
of the dirty, dipped, loose milk of the grocery store, much of it teeming with 
bacteria. No grocery or other store should sell milk unless sealed in a 
bottle with the name of the producer upon it, for if milk be' produced in a 
cleanly manner and sold in a dirty can, and kept in a dirty refrigerator, it 
will hardly be to the profit of the consumer to use such milk even if every 
safeguard surrounds its production. 

TUBERCULOSIS IN MILK. 

It has been conclusively shown that at Least 15% of all the generalized 
tuberculosis and the tuberculosis of glands, brain and bowels occurring in 
infants is due to the bovine form of the tubercle bacillus; for that reason 
we have attempted to show by the physiological test what proportion of the 
milk of Rochester is capable of infecting animals. During the year more 
than 50% of the retail dealers have had their milk subjected to the physio- 
logical test by injecting guinea pigs with it. Upon a test of this kind of 
more than one-half the market milk, 2,000 quarts or 5% of the output, was 
found infected with tuberculosis. As a result of these tests several hundred 
cattle have been tested by the tuberculin test, and about 100 cattle proven 
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tuberculous by this test have been killed, more than 2,000 quarts of milk 
known to be capable of producing tuberculosis in animals have been ex- 
cluded from sale in this city. 

Under the Agricultural Law a man who is willing to have his cattle 
tested may receive part compensation for those animals affected by tuber- 
culosis, and he will also get what is of far more value, a knowledge that his 
herd is free from tuberculosis, and that he is no longer infecting the 
children of his consumers with bovine tuberculosis. 

It is expected that before the close of another year the whole milk sup- 
ply of Rochester will have been tested, and with the co-operation of both 
producers and retailers we expect within the next year to have the whole 
milk supply of Rochester from tuberculin tested animals. 

WORK OF THE BUREAU FOR THE PREVENTION OF DISEASE. 

For years past the bureau has attempted to carry out a uniform plan 
for the prevention of disease in the child. In doing this, it first began to 
work for the betterment of the milk supply, because milk is at first the sole 
food of the child. It then attempted, and to some extent succeeded in es- 
tablishing a plan of medical school inspection, aided by school nursing. 
Among other things it sought to establish the usage as provided by the law, 
that no unvaccinated child or teacher should enter the school. 

The milk work has already been explained in other reports and in an- 
other part of this report. 

The work of the medical school inspectors, as far as such can be shown, 
is presented in a table below. This report also includes the work of the 
medical school inspectors in their districts for the sick poor, and shows the 
orders received, the number of visits, the office calls and other data. 

The character of the work of the medical school inspectors improves 
with each year, and the value of this work in showing from year to year the 
physical condition of the school children is exceeded in value by no other 
work in this bureau. Upon the card, the printed form of which is presented 
below, the child has entered from year to year the various facts which the 
physical examinations of his body reveals, and the collection of this data 
with reference to each school child is of quite as much importance as the 
data with reference to an examination in his studies. The hope is express- 
ed that ultimately this bureau, co-operating with the Department of 
Education, will see to it that this card follows the child from school to 
school. If the child enter the High School, the card will follow the child 
there, and upon it will be represented the results of the physical examin- 
ations conducted in that school. If a child is so unfortunate as to have to 
go to work in its formative period, then the child must present this card to 
the Health Office as a pre-requisite for a certificate to work. 

The increase in the number of applications for certificates to work 
keeps pace with the increase in the cost of living. During the year the ap- 
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plications for permits to work increased 60%, as will be seen by the report 
of the officer issuing mercantile and factory permits. 

Every child who comes for a permit to work is inspected by the issuing 
officer, and if physical defects are found, the child is referred to a medical 
officer, who examines him for gross physical defects, such as disturbances 
of vision, reduced hearing, enlarged tonsils and adenoids, decayed teeth, 
and stature for weight for age. If gross defects are found so that they have 
interfered with the development so that he is low in stature and weight for 
age, the parent is required to have the defects remedied before a certificate 
is issued. If, because of poverty, a family is unable to have this work 
done, the child is referred to the dispensary of the Rochester Public Health 
Association, to one of the dental dispensaries under the supervision of the, 
Rochester Dental Society, or to one of the hospital dispensaries. 

One of the most valuable developments of the work of medical school 
inspection is that recently taken up for the examination of backward chil- 
dren. The work has just begun, and the plans are being formulated. The 
experience of the bureau and the Department of Education in their work 
for backward children is that they are not helped by being continued in 
classes with other children, but that the work of the nearly normal children 
is considerably retarded by the continuance of one or more backward 
children in the class. The removal of such children and provision for their 
care in special classes under expert medical attention is one of the greatest 
steps in our modern education, not only for the benefit of the backward 
children, but for all school children. We have in our civilization been pay- 
ing great attention to the development of the plants and animals. We have 
cared for the young of these, but we have not cared for the young 
of our own kind. 

When the child comes into the world it takes into its digestive tract a 
diverse flora of germs, good, bad and indifferent. If breast fed, it gets this 
flora from its dirty environment. If bottle fed, it adds the bacterial flora 
of the barnyard and the cow stable to the collection of germs in its digestive 
tract, and in the disturbances which they set up there a varied number of 
infections result which we have labeled, gastro intestinal diseases or sum- 
mer diarrhoeas. If the child survive the diseases of the first year of life, 
it is said to get well ; but it doesn't do anything of the kind. True, it lives ; 
that is, all live but the thirty per cent, who die, and it lives, with its diges- 
tive tract and excretory apparatus injured to such an extent that proof may 
be adduced that its whole body has been more or less permanently damaged. 
Now the child is ready for a new crop of diseases; measles, mumps, whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, scarlet fever, and a host of other unnamed infec- 
tions, and one or more of these the child suffers from, and bears thereafter 
many unseen minute ineffaceable scars deep within the organs of its body. 
Some of these diseases may have heen mild, and perhaps not have attracted 
sufficient attention to warrant calling the family physician, but that mild 
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attack of measles has perhaps caused a perforation of one ear drum and 
has permanently damaged the other; that slight attack of scarlet fever — 
why the boy was hardly sick at all — caused some vegetations to grow on the 
heart valve and seriously affected the kidneys; that attack of diphtheria 
produced a paralysis of the throat and a serious affection of the eyes, and 
the whooping cough by interfering with the orderly gTOwth of the child's 
body left its mark in deep cavities in the 6-year-old molars, and every other 
disease that affects the child did some permanent damage to the body 
structures and caused the great lymphatic gland system, of which the ton- 
sils and adenoids are a part, to become unduly enlarged in an effort to carry 
away the surplus of wastes that are made as a result of the irritants of in- 
fectious diseases within the body. 

The child then with the marks of one of more of the infectious diseases 
stamped upon the organs of its body comes to the public school, and one 
medical school inspector, and one school nurse are expected to oversee and 
direct the preventive work for two or three or more thousand already dam- 
aged little bodies, and advise the proper means for their restoration to 
health, or get their parents to permit attempts to restore them to health. 

In the bodies of these children J;here is at least one more infection that 
stands out prominently in the category of childhood's diseases. In this 
seed bed well prepared by the infections of early childhood, tuberculosis, 
acquired either through contact with other cases of tuberculosis, or through 
the drinking of dirty, tuberculous milk, develops rapidly and produces an 
early and bountiful crop of tuberculosis of brain, bowels or glands, and later 
a rich harvest of disease of the bones or lungs. 

Thus the child enters school and presents to the medical school inspec- 
tor and the nurse those departures from Dhe normal which nearly every 
school child possesses, viz., diminished stature and weight for age, the un- 
derlying reason for which is to be found in infantile gastro intestinal dis- 
ease, infectious fevers and their complications, outwardly indicated by 
visual aberration, reduced hearing, anomalies of taste, smell and sensation, 
glandular enlargement in the neck, enlarged tonsils, adenoids, nasal ob- 
struction and tooth decay. 

The real work of medical school inspection with respect to the preven- 
tion of disease lies in that extension of the work which shall prevent the 
preparation of the child's body for the reception and growth of disease by 
the cultivation of early crops of childhood's infections. 

This must be a part of the work of the medical school inspector and the 
family physician. The medical school inspector must not only do his 
present work, but he must, and he will, enlarge and extend it through co- 
operation with the family physician and the school nurse. With the family 
physicianhe will help to spread abroad a knowledge of the newer hygiene; 
he will provide the family with the latest and best information concerning 
the relation of gastro intestinal diseases of infancy, infectious fevers, en-

larged tonsils and adenoids and decayed teeth to the physical, as well as the 
intellectual life processes in the body of the child. With the family doctor 
he will be able to show how much better it is to keep the child well than to 
allow it to be more or less constantly ailing, and he will be able to demon- 
strate what the removal of defects already in the child's body may accom- 
plish in improved physical development and mental work. As the duties 
of medical school inspection unfold and extend, every school will have its 
medical inspector, its school nurse, its attending dentist, ultimately its 
psycho-physiological laboratory where the physical and mental operations 
of the child will be observed and recorded just as progress in its studies is 
now recorded. And just as we now provide special classes for anaemic, 
tuberculous and physically defective children with fresh air, baths and 
lunches, we will make similar provision for all children, so that the normal 
child will be given just as good a chance for health as we now give to the 
abnormal child. In the school building dustless, pneumatic cleaning will 
take the place of dustful cleaning with the broom. Ample quantities of 
fresh air, warmed and moistened will be provided according to the needs of 
each child ; special fresh air classes will give place to general fresh air classes 
when the glass from the upper row of sashes is removed from every window 
in every school room and cheese cloth screens substituted. Every school 
will then be an open air school. 

When these things are accomplished, medical school inspection will 
have taken its proper place, and it will help to banish disease from the face 
of the earth by urging the prevention of infantile infections, and by ad- 
vising and assisting in the removal of those defects in the child's body that 
result from faulty sanitation and bad personal hygiene. In our work 
against tuberculosis, let us not forget that in order to have tuberculosis, 
we must first make tuberculosis; that in order to have disease, we must first 
cultivate the soil and sow the seeds. 

Our work for- the better personal hygiene of the child must 
of course be coupled with the work for better public sanitation 
of the city where the child and its parents have their dwelling. 
To this end all those problems connected with housing, including 
the multiplication of flats, blocks and tenements must be prevented, 
better and cheaper housing must be provided, better street car 
provision and cheaper street car fares, so that people may live in 
the suburbs and get to their work without unnecessary cost or undue 
fatigue, and where people and their children may dwell away from the un- 
necessary noises of the city, the cries of the newsboy, the clatter of wagons, 
the blowing of steam whistles, and all the other noises that are unneces- 
sary parts of our civilization. 

When a child begins to go to school, and before its parents have learned 
the necessity for attention to its teeth, nose, throat, ears and eyes, it fre- 
quently becomes sick. The sicknesses it endures are often of a contagious 
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nature. Even common colds are distributed among the members of the 
classes from one infected child, and even a cold will set up inflamations 
in the throat, nose and ears, produce changes, sickness, loss of time in 
school, and leave upon the child's body scars that are never effaced. 

It becomes important as the congestion increases in cities, and as the 
number of children grow in schools that attention shall be paid to even the 
mild illnesses of the child, and eventually it will be necessary to require 
that a report be received by the medical school inspector from the parents 
of every child who is absent from school from whatever cause, so that we 
may guard against the introduction of even mild infections among the chil- 
dren of the whole school. Many of the children remain home because of 
mild attacks from infectious diseases. Measles, scarlet fever and diph- 
theria in mild form frequently keep children at home. Such mild cases are 
not reported and the child returns to school often capable of distributing 
the infections because of the fear of so-called quarantine. If we could 
make our so-called quarantine laws less harsh, we would give a greater 
measure of protection to the public and prevent the extension of the disease 
which the laws now make possible. Could we substitute isolation of the 
patient for quarantine and make the placard on the house small in size, we 
would eventually get a larger number of cases. Parents who do not seek the 
physician because of the fear of a large placard and so-called quarantine, 
would be more likely to call a physician earlier than they do at present, and 
our schools would be less of incubators of contagious diseases because a 
larger number of mild cases would be reported than now. A physician 
would be called early, and the child would receive greater protection than 
now. 

MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL. 

At the Municipal Hospital for Tuberculosis there have been furnished 
13,524 days treatment for 154 patients; the average days treatment per 
patient being 87, and the daily average number of patients 37.

About 83,000 quarts of milk were handled daily by Rochester dealers 
in 1909. Of this quantity 90 per cent, was brought to the city by means of 
railroads and 10 per cent, was conveyed by dealers from adjoining towns 
by means of teams. Rochester now has three sources of certified milk, the 
available daily supply amounts to 575 quarts. We have two producers 
about ready to commence making certified milk of about 400 quarts. 
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The production of clean, cold milk involves much labor and expense. 
Consequently dairies putting out certified milk must receive and are en- 
titled to more money for their product than is demanded for milk not pro- 
duced under these exacting and commendable conditions. Certified milk 
deserves support; its success means much to the public health, and to the 
movement for the suppression of dirty milk supplies. 

I should say that 90 per cent, of the milk sold in Rochester comes from 
dairies producing milk. under reasonably clean conditions. The require- 
ments governing the dairies from which this milk is obtained necessitate 
the employment of cleanliness, care, refrigeration and delivery to consumer 
before the milk is sold, and not over 50. F. in temperature at time of de- 
livery to consumer. Its production involves more labor than that required 
for the usual type of milk; consequently those handling it are entitled to a 
corresponding increase in price. The other 10 per cent, of the producers 
are careless. Of this class of producers we have in 1909 held out the milk 
coming from 55 producers having dirty places, or handling their milk in an 
insanitary condition. Thirty-six producers cleaned their places and com- 
plied with orders from the Health Officer, and were allowed to send their 
milk to Rochester again. The other 19 producers did not comply with our 
orders and went out of business, or sent their milk to some other city. 

Some of the stables have been visited several times, and when found 
in bad shape have been improved by an order from the Health Officer. 

When we hear of a contagious disease in or near a milkman's family, 
we investigate it at once. We do not permit him to sell milk in Rochester 
when there is any danger of infection. It is nothing short of criminal for 
producers to permit these abnormal milks to be used by the public, and 
especially is this so where the unhealthy condition of the animals is obvious. 
It is to the advantage of the producer to render all possible, assistance. 
In the end it means a greater market for his product ; for public confidence 
in a milk supply means a demand for increased quantities of milk. While, 
the greatest responsibility in this matter of unwholesome milk rests with 
the farmer, for he is the one constantly at the producing end, milkmen and 
all others having to do with providing public milk supplies should render 
all possible assistance in protecting consumers from the milk of unhealthy 
animals. This is demanded by both law and decency. 

During the year of 1909 we have been using the guinea pig test for tu- 
berculosis on the Rochester milk supply. When we found the guinea pig 
infected by the milk, we held out the milk from the herd producing said 
milk until the producer had his herd tested by the State Veterinarian, and 
the cows infected with tuberculosis killed. 

During the year of 1909 the State Veterinarian has tested 329 cows of 
which 87 were found to have tuberculosis and were killed, and 482 cows had 
been tested for tuberculosis by private veterinarians. 
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I would recommend that the Health Bureaus of the State of New York 
ask the representatives of the Legislature in their districts to pass a law 
to have all the cows in New York State tested for tuberculosis.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1909. 

Dr. G. W. Goler, Health Officer. 

Sir: — I have the honor to submit in tabulated form my annual report 
by months which shows an increase of about 62 per cent, of permits issued 
over the year 1908. This is contrary to the statement often made that there 
is a decrease in child labor. The past two months of this year show a greater 
increase over the corresponding months of last year. Over one-sixth of 
the children legally employed in New York State are in Rochester, this 
based on the report of the Commissioner of Labor and while many have been 
rejected on account of their physical condition the increase is as stated 
above one-sixth of all who were found legally and illegally employed in 
the State of New York. 

Two principal causes of this increase may be stated as the high cost of 
living, the parent being unable to feed and clothe his family at prevailing 
rates, and the granting of school records to children who do not come up to 
the educational standsftd required by law. Every child of doubtful phys- 
ical qualifications has been subjected to a physical examination before 
receiving a certificate to work. 

This physical examination has been of great benefit to the children who 
apply for permits to work, but are unfitted to receive the same until after 
complying with the advice given and having these gravest physical defects 
removed, this has not only added to their weight but has produced a robust 
and healthy appearance in the child. Very truly

A comparison of the data in the tabulation above shows that in the year 
just closed the water has been in worse condition in certain respects than 
during any other year since systematic examinations were begun. The or- 
ganisms that produce unpleasant tastes and odors have been more numerous 
than usual and there has been an increased amount of sediment present. 
Fortunately the number of bacteria has not shown a corresponding in- 
crease. No intestinal kinds of the latter organisms were found. 

The results of the examinations give unmistakable evidence of the ne- 
cessity of cleaning the reservoirs and of flushing the city mains at frequent 
intervals.
